I "day our whole eoinmnnitv joins in 
eelel 'rating the eighty-First birthday of 
I Miss Matty L. C oeke, President Emerita 
of Hollins. lodav each one of us thinks 
I with deep love and gratitude of all the 
i vears she has given to the upbuilding 
"I Hollins. When "Miss Matty" was 
a little girl, her father, Charles Lewis 
C oeke, became the college's first Presi- 
I dent, and thus began Miss Matty’s Hollins 
career. Her tirst dutv was to earrv 
I candles around to the rooms so that the 
girls might study by night. Later, she 
| herself was one ot those girls, graduating 
from Hollins in 1874. In the difficult 
period alter the Civil War when so many 
other schools were being forced to give up, 
it was largely due to her elTorts and perse¬ 
verance that the college was able to con¬ 
tinue at all. During the time from 1877 
to 1601, she served in turn as instructor 
in mathematics, as librarian and registrar, 

and as her father's r«s< I vpprrd uyy 

1 hrough these activities, she became 
intimately acquainted with all the eompli- 
! cated mechanics of running a college, and 
thus, when it fell to her lot to succeed her 
father as President in 1901, she had been 
admirably trained for her new responsi¬ 
bility. 

For thirty-two years "Miss Matty" 
guided Hollins, permeating it with her 
own strength, character, and high ideals. 
Through her influence, the college has been 
Broadened materially and spiritually to a 
degree absolutely immeasurable. It is 
largely due to her efforts that Hollins has 
Become what it is today, the source of a 
1 heritage that will live always in the lives 
it has molded. 


Photographic Exhibition 
is Placed in Keller

lost. There are helpful notes attached to 
each ot the eighteen pictures which aid 
the observer in enjoying the exhibit bv 
calling attention to various points in each 
work. Among the points mentioned are: 

I Simplicity in the work, artistic expression, 

I subject matter, the sacrifice of one point 
to gain another, design, and the interesting 
comparison Between two artiats’ concep¬ 
tions ot the Virgin Marv. 

In the collection there are two or three 
French portraits which can Be compared 
with interest to Greek representations of 
the Gods or to Renaissance creations of

The first number, a Ballet Suite, by 
Rameau, was played so well that the au- 
I dience demanded an encore, a delicate and 
muted minuet for the strings. Beethoven's 
Symphony So. I, although lacking in the 
j grandeur and power of his Liter works, 
nevertheless displayed a warmth to be 
found only in the works of this composer, 
j 'fhe second movement was especially 
good. The height of the program was 
reached in Sibelius’ Finlandia, a mtijestic, 

I powerful and somber descriptive work 
built up from the folk songs of his native 
land. Finlandia was followed by two 
Aubades of the French composer, Lallo. 
By their piquant grace these pieces 
suggest early morning sunlight on a green 
lawn. Next was Bach’s Air on the C 
String containing a variety of tone quality 
and beautiful singing notes, 'fhe final 
number, Divertissement for Chamber Or¬ 
chestra by a contemporary Parisian, 
Jaques Ibert, amazed and yet pleased the 
audience with snatches of familiar, 
modern themes and a daring double 
parodv of Strauss and < )flenlach waltzes. 
The Mosquito, a realistic and ridiculous 
composition, was played as an encore to 
the Ibert number, 'fhe program was 
brilliantly ended bv Brahm’s Fifth Hun¬ 
garian Dance. Each instrument in the 
orchestra was capably played, and the 
entire program was excellent.

Faculty Members Speak 
at I. R. C. Open Meeting 

On Sunday, October 10, the Inter¬ 
national Relations Club held its first open 
meeting of the year. The program was one 
of particular interest to Hollins students | 
and faculty, as was shown by the large 
number of attendants. Various members 
of the faculty, who spent the summer 
abroad, told informally of their impres¬ 
sions of the countries which they visited. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rath briefly described | 
Holland, stressing the prosperity of a land J 
whose soil has been largely reclaimed from 
the sea, as well as the unusual variety of 
color afforded by acres of flowers and 
costumes. Dr. Mary Phlegar Smith then 
told of her trip to Mediterranean ports, 
where she was greatly impressed by the 
warlike attitude. Throughout the whole 
of southern Europe and in Asia Minor 
drastic measures are being taken toward 
military and naval preparation, "Miss 
Smith said. She also noted much hostility 
toward England, and that country’s loss of 
prestige as a world power because of her 
actions in Egypt and Palestine. This same 
attitude was observed in England itself, as 
Miss Hickman later said. The British, 
however, while aware of this loss of pres¬ 
tige, are doing all in their power to restore 
confidence in both industrial and political 
projects. Preparedness, mingled with hope 
of peace, is the general attitude in the 
British Isles, according to Miss Hickman. 
A similar note was struck by Mrs. Reeves, 
who recalled a more personal experience. 
'Fhe heroes of the World War, she be¬ 
lieves, are being more or less glorified in a 
wav that would seem to point anywhere 
but in a peaceful direction. Throughout 
Germany and the British Isles, even in 
Potsdam, she observed an expression 
which, she believes, may be a forecast of 
what the future holds in store, unless 
severe measures are taken. 

In one part of Europe, however, there 
is in general very little military disturb¬ 
ance. The Scandinavian countries, as seen 
by Mrs. Reeves rind Miss Gnstnf r w, are 
very much intent on their own business, 
caring but little for outside affairs. Here, 
said Mrs. Reeves, she forgot war entirely. 
Miss Gustafson, describing the external 
aspects of these countries, noted that they 
seem to have given up war in favor of 
national improvements. There are, for j 
example, no slums; in fact, she remarked, 
everything is “outrageously clean.” Here, 
too, one finds a queer mixture of old and 
new, from the ancient burial mounds of 
Beowulf’s time to the modern architecture 
of Stockholm's town hall. Other countries, 
thinks Miss Gustafson, would do well to 
follow Scandinavian examples. 

With these brief but interesting com- I 
ments, the program was concluded. The [ 
next open meeting will be held in the ] 
V. W. C. A. room, on October 18, on the 
subject of the international policies in the 
platforms of the Democratic and Re¬ 
publican parties.

Dr. Bruce is Director of 
State Archives Survey 

Dr. Kathleen Bruce, professor of his¬ 
tory at Hollins for the past three years, 
has been appointed regional director of the 
survey of Federal archives. 

The object of the survey is to ascertain 
the exact location of the Federal archives 
in Virginia, their volume by linear feet, 
the conditions in which they are kept, and 
their general content. 

Dr. Bruce plans to divide the State of 
Virginia into ten areas, these areas are to 
be geographically valanced as some sec¬ 
tions having greater population and his¬ 
torical material will require more work 
than others. 

The work for this project will be done 
by a staff of fifty W. P. A. workers. 
Funds have been allotted for the project 
through December, but more time will be 
needed to accurately complete the study.

(Continued from Page 1, Column 5) 
times and customs is to enjoy the antiquity 
here reflected. Generally speaking, the 
Greek statues stress anatomy and sim¬ 
plicity, while mediaeval French statues 
emphasize poetic imagination, technique, 
and dexterity of the artist's hand. In a 
later period, however, works of the 
Renaissance display great emotion and 
realism. The materials used so skillfully 
to portray these qualities are marble, 
wood, and bronze. Especially interesting 
is a wooden head of Christ, marvelous in 
greatly simplified detail, yet lacking in the 
religious magnificence which was His. At 
the same time, however, the force of the 
head lies in the strength of the artist’s own 
creative inspiration. Attending this ex¬ 
hibit gives one a feeling of the eternal 
charm which surrounds these old statues. 
A few minutes of basking in a world of 
such fascinating art can give a most 
soothing escape from reality. 

"There will be monthly exhibits through¬ 
out the year displaying all kinds of art. 
Complete equipment has been provided 
with which statuary, bas relief, etchings, 
prints, and paintings can be shown. We 
are convinced that the students will ap¬ 
preciate and enjoy these exhibitions.
